_ The hearing of the action at 
the Mixed Court, Shanghai, in 
which the directors of the New 
World are being sued for $250,000 
in the Schinsc, by the ‘sSobacco 
Products Corporation, was wholly 
taken’ up with argument on Mr 
G. D. Musso’s application for the 


dismissal of all bus one of the de- 


fendants from the case, op the 


ground that the “ Naw World” is 


a@ limited Liability company and 
they are, therefora, not personally 
responsible. Counsel appearing 
were Mr. R. T. Bryan, with Mr 
P. Faison, for the plaintiffs, 
Messrs, G. D. Musso. RK. EL 
Newman and A. Ross tor the de- 
fence, while four others watched 
the case. 

LIABILITY OF DIRECTORS. 

Carrying on the argument in 
soppors of the apphcation, Mr. 
Newman said that directors were 
told, when they wera appointed, 
that ther would be hable only to 
the extent of their holding and no 
more. They were no more liable 
than were the directors of any 
British or AmaricanCompany and 
he submitted that, ifthere were to 
be a judgment, it should be 
agains: the New World, not 
the directors. The Tobacco 
Products Corporation were tnem- 
selves shareholders and he asked, 
when they bough! shares, 
they expect to be made fiable 
for any damazes which might be 
awarded ? There were apparently 
some fears on account of -the 
mortgage on the premises, but 
there were quite enough assess in 
the company to satisfy aby judg- 
ment that might be given as well 
as the mortgages. Heasked the 
Court very seriously to consider 
the whole matter befora msking 
the directors personally liable, 
for that would upset-the whole 
trade of Shanghai. Every direct- 
or in Shanghai believed that, in’ 
anything-dono for the rompany, 
it was the company that was 
liable, mot the directora.
